gerlous tumults have occurred there in consequence of the kidnapping 
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of children, in which foreigners were believed to be implicated. Se- 
veral Chinese were tortured, and confessed that the foreigners were 
implicated, An attack by the mob on the French missionar ies was 
hourly expected. The excitement was spreading, and at the instiga- 
tion of Consul Medhurst Her Majesty's gunboat Dove proceeds to Nan- 
king to afford protection, 

Gauiz, Juty 12.—The China mail, which has just arrived here, 
brings no news of the alleged massacre at Peking. A Hong Kong 
journal announces di-turbances at Nanking, but the missionaries escaped 
and order was restored.

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HONG KONG IN 1870. 

THE following account of the present condition of Hong 
Kong is from the pen of a correspondent who knew the place 
from the time Sir Henry PorttincER landed on it as a road- 
less fishing village in 1842. The marvellous progress of the 
place is one of the most striking examples of the energy and 
pluck of the Anglo-Saxon. Even the far-famed San Francisco 
and its wonderful development— considering the difference of 
climate—does not equal the rise of Hong Kong since its oo- 
cupation by the English. Our correspondent has been ab- 
sent from the place in other parts of China, but during the 
whole period of thirty years has had an almost uninterrupted 
residence in Hong Kong and ports in China, and is the 
only man who exceeds the late Dovcias Lapraixk in length 
of residence. He says :— 

Returning to the south of China after an absence at the north of 
over seven years, I find a good many changes both in Hong Kong 
and Canton, pointedly among public works in the colony being 
the Praya, the public gardens, new roads in the upper part of 
town, the planting of numerous trees, the erection of a capacious 
gaol and police station, telegraph wires over the hills and around 
the north and west fronts of the island, a Sailors’ Home, several 
terraces of barracks in the Military Cantonment, a new Seamans’ 
Hospital, &c.; while outside the town we have to notice the 
water works, a huge gaol at Stone-cutters’ island, and some 
police and military buildings at Kowloon. Among establish- 
ments created by private enterprise, prominent of build- 
ings are the City Hall, Freemicon’s Lodve, ani Union Chapel, 
the Gas Works, a foundry, another patent slip, sugar re- 
finery, spirit distillery, another dock at Aberdeen and one 
at Kowloon, the plunging baths and several club houses 
(Portuguese, German, and another English, the latter being 
in the Hong Kong Ifotel), hardly a foot of ground between 
what was Pedder’s Hil] and Tapingshaw being left unimproved, 
some of the residences being so interlaced with others that (Judge 
Small’s house to wit) itis hard to find entrances. As some re- 
marks on each of the places here mentioned may be of interest, I 
give you my jottings on them, and further on will offer an obser- 
vation or two on the changed political and social aspect of the 
place. 

THE PRAYA. 

Excepting the space between tho Parade-ground on the west 
and the Military Hospital on the east, a sea line of about a 
thousand yards, this noble road extends from East Point (Jardine, 
Matheson, and Co.) to Navy Bay ; and though on Sir John Bowring 
starting the scheme of its construction he met with very general 
opposition (by encroaching on what merchants had come to con- 
sider the “ vested right” of privacy), there can now be no denying 
that the work isa grand public benefit, an ornament to the city, 
and most useful for police and military purposes—the spectacle of 
large steamers of the P. and O. and other companies loading at 
wharves, springing from the roadway, being facts which in Hong 
Kong’s earlier days people were disposed to doubt could ever be 
accomplished. 

PUBLIC GARDENS. 

These are situated directly in the rear of Government House, 
and extend up the hill to the immediate front of the Old Albany, 
bounded on the west by the grounds formerly held by Mr. Shelley 
(Michel Grove), and thence east as far down the hill as the road 
up will allow. Cut and arranged in terraces, with a fountain in 
the centre, and prettily bestrewn with peculiarly shaped fir and 
other trees and (shrubs, the picture is really beautiful, and there 
are covered pavilions and music stands, where the garrison band 
discourses enchantingly of fine evenings, and stone seats here and 
there, and croquet lawns, and various appliances for wiling life 
away in this trying clime; Parsees and Moormen, Amahs and 
young children being the visitors who most predominate about 
the time when the sun goes low in the west, and open air exercise 
or recline is the order of the going after the business of the day ; 
and there are native policemen about to keep peace and order, and, 
for aught I know, there may be a gardener with a catalogue of the 
flowers and plants to show to visitors, but I did not see such a man. 

UPPER ROADS. 


Hong Kong, since the days of the construction of the Queen's 
road, in the first year of our occupation, has never been happy in 
the possession of a surveyor capable of designing a good ascent, 
the consequence being that instead of getting to the upper part 
of Victoria proper by a carriage-way, parties have cither to walk, 
ride horseback, or use chairs. In speaking of the new upper roads 
as public works, therefore, I have little to say iu praise ; nor will 
they ever be praiseworthy till a dosign is perpetrated by which 
carriages can vravel on an easy and safe gradient. This might 
be by starting from the level of the cathedral eastward over 
the Nullah, and so up on the side of the gorge till the Nullah 
might be crossed again at a height above the sea, which would 
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make it so dt run down to rear of Navy Bay, and so back 
Without such a work as this the city of Victoria is defective. 


TREES. 


Although there is a good deal of shrubbery on some sides of the 
mountains, and notably in Ningnei Chaoz valley and oa the south 
of the island, I was not prepared te find that the soil on the north 
face was so genial to the production of trees, and was sur- 
prised at the growth, within the last ten years, of huge banians 
on roads entirely composed of what geolagista designate dec 
granite. 
wit, was Last formed of the materials excavated at the cutting 
mentioned—dry gritty sand, without the shadow of what might be 
taken for nourishment in its nature; yet this road is as pretty 
a bit of foliage as can be imagined. Old residents like myself can 
hardly believe their eyes, so wonderfully is Hong Kong in this 
sl ead improved for the better. That huge, arid, baulder again, 
ye ept Government-hill, from the level of the Colonial-office up, 
is a thick wood, interlaced with lovepaths, coul*to the pedestrian 
in the hottest day. In time Sir Richard MacDunnell says he will 
have the whole north front covered with groves ; and though with 
so much verdure mosquitos will become more plentiful, aud the 
warble of sparrows at day-light barely endurable, the effect in 
rendering the atmosphere more beneficial to the human frame 
can hardly be over estimated. In time the colony will safely 
bear the titlo “Sanitarium of the Hast.” 


THE GAOL. 


When the “lock up,’'a stone building of twenty-five feet by twenty 
was constructed in the carly part of 1841 (the first substantial 
public erection on the island), the builder will hardly have fore- 
seen that where he laid the foundation of a prison there it would 
remain, and that from so small a stem such a large tree would 
grow. The selection of a locality with all the objection that has 
been made on the score of its being so high up the hill was a wise 
one, for it is the very centre of the town, and in the event of local 
riot could only be reached after a long traverse of streets (above, 
below, and on each side), which could be casily barricaded. he 
old gacl buildings—that is, those in which so many cruelties aud 
so much misgovernment were perpetrated during the reigns 
of the Governors Robinson and Bowring—have altogether dis- 
appeared, their site being covered by a range of tall build- 
ings forming the Central Police Station and Police Parade 
Ground, the gaol itself rising in the rear on what was the 
site of the old Debtors’ Gaol and yard under Chancery-lane, 
three stories in height, and extending from Arbuthnot-road on 
the east to Old Bailey-street on the west; it is a magnificent 
pile, and large enough to contain some 500 prisoners. It is hardly 

nished yet—that is to say, quarters for the Governor are only now 
in progress, though these will not take long to complete, and 
then Victoria Gaol will take rank with any establishment of its 
kind out of Europe. To a visitor, that which first attracts atten- 
tion is the exceeding cleanliness of the place—water being so 
laid that it can be drawn at distances of but a few feet apart in 
any quarter. To describe the interior fully would require con- 
siderable time, and it must suffice to say that, as in well- 
appointed gaols and houses of correction at home, there are 
hot and cold baths for prisoners to be immersed in directly 
they ure admitted, clothes, washing-rooms, tailors’ rooms, sick 
bays, lavatories, cooking-houses, carpenters’ shops, and all 
the necessaries to safe and healthful keeping of the inmates, 
the whole being under the governorship of Mr. Douglas,a gentle- 
man who has had overa score of years’ experience in prisous in Eng- 
land and Bermuda. That Mr. Douglas is a humaneand shrewd man, 
well qualified for his post, must be evident to all who have an op- 
portunity of conversing with him; and it is to his foresight and 
advice, no doubt, that much of the good which the place can boast 
is due. Among other things touching the discipline pursued I 
learnt that there is no silent system practised, and no treadmill 
work, though there is something like the latter for some of the 
hard-lubour men, in the shape of grinding at a wheel forcing 
water. Hard Ixbour for Europeans consists in working on the 
roads, and must be hard, indeed, in hot weather. Female prisoners 
are keptunderthe matronship of a Macao Portuguese on a ground 
floor in a building apart from the men's gaol; they do nothing 
but idle about. The debtors’ gaol is also separate from the main 
building. The dietary is improved for the European convicts, 
who now get # 1b. of meat per day, free of bone (before they only 
had 4 pound). On dit, the surgeon attendant has lost some of the 
brusqueness (cruelty ?) he exhibited of old.

HOU SE OF COMMONS. 


SILK SUPPLY. 

(July 11th.) Mr. Cuapwick asked the Under Secretary of State for 
India if he was aware that the Khedive of Eyypt, on the sugze-tion of 
the Silk Supply Association, had determined to promote the produc- 
tion of silk in Egypt on an extensive scale, and had appointed Mr. 
Ankatel to superintend an establishment for that purpose ; and what 
steps had been taken by the Government of India to encourage and 
increase the production of silk, thereby reviving an ancient industry 
over a large portion of India, where the mulberry tree is indigenous, 
and affording employment for the people. 

Mr. G. Durr thanked his hon. friend for having called his attention 
to the subject: but he was anable to reply to the firat question. With 
regard to the second question. on the formation of the Silk Supply 
Association, in the spring of last year the Secretary of State in Council 
opened a correspondence with the Governor-(teneral of India and the 
Governora of #fadras and Bombay. The Governor-General wrote to 
the Secretary of State in Council to state that the Government of India 
fally appreciated the important object for which the Assoviation was 
form<d, and that he would support it as much as possible. Neither 
the Madras Government nor the Government of Bombay had formalty 
approved of the project, but there was every reason to believe that 
they cordially assented to the project. Nearly £590 had been set 
apart for the propagation of the silkworm in the provinces of Berar 
and Candeish ; an he belicved that there waa a general desire to pro- 
mote the growth of silk in India. 


THE “ CHIEFTAIN.” 

(14th.) Mr. Orway. in reply to Alderman Lusk, said the Chi¢ftain 
was sold to Measra. Robertson, who at the time of the purchase asked 
that they might also be allowed to buy her armament, and the fact be- 
coming known at the Foreign office representations were made, and the 
armament waa not sold with the vessel. Shortly afterwards informa- 
tion was reccived at the Foreign-ollice that the vessel vas procecding 
down the river armed, and it was thought proper to make inquiry 
respecting the character and destination of an armed vessel leaving 
this country when ehe again touched at an English port.  There- 
fore, upon the arrival of the vessel at Plymouth inquiry was 
made as to her destination and character, and when it was found 
tha one of the partners of the firm owning the vessel waa on 
board her inquiry immediately ceased. No doubt these proceed- 
ings might have occasioned some inconvenience, but there was no un- 
necessary detention; and the inconvenience, such as it was, might have 
been obviated if the parties who purchased and despatched this armed 
vessel had communicated with the Foreign-oftice and had made known 
the country for which she was destined. It would be obviously im- 

asible to carry out the neutrality laws of this country if armed vessels 
felsaviag to private persons were to be permitted to leave the country 
without inquiry as to their character and destination. In answer to a 
further question by Mr. Alderman Lusk, Mr. Orway said the Govern- 
ment were informed that a portion of the cargo cousiated of Arm- 
strong guns, and that seemed to form an additional reason for looking 
closely after her.

JUDICIAL COMMITTEE OF THE PRIVY COUNCIL.—Jcuy 7. 


(Present—Loxgp Cargns, Siz W. Erxe, Sia J. Conviuig, aND Sin 
L. PERL.) 
LYALL V. JARDINE AND OTHERS. 

Counsel: For the appellant, Mr. Serjeant Sargood and Mr. Lord ; 
for the respondents, Still and Maclean, Mr. de Gex, Q.C., and 
Mr. Holl; for petitioning creditors, Sir Roundell Palmer, QC., 
and Mr. Watkin Williams ; and for official assignee, Mr. J. D. Bell 
and Mr. B. M. Smith. 

This appeal, which arose out of the bankruptcy of Messrs. Lyall, 
Still, and Co., of Hong Kong, was preferred, by special leave of Her 
Majesty in Council, against an order made by the Supreme Court of 
Hong Kong on the 28rd May, 1867, whereby the appellant, Georgo 
Lyall, was adjudicated bankrupt. together with his co partners, the 
respondents, Charles Frederick Still and George Francis Maclean. 
Mr. Lyall eonght by his appeal to set aside the adjudication, so far as 
he was concerned, on the ground that the Supreme Court had no ju- 
risdiction to adjudicate him bankrupt, there being no sufficient, Act 
of Bankruptcy agninst him; and he alleged that the Supreme Court 
would have diemi-ged the pctition for adjudication in Hong Kong, or 
anaulled the adjudication as azainst him, if it had been made aware, 
within the time limited for showing cause against the adjudication, 
that the appellant had, on the 18th of April, 1867, been adjudicated 
bankrupt by the Court of Bankruptcy in London, and was at that time 
still subject to the jurisdiction of that Court. Sir Roundell Palmer, 
on behalf of Messrs. Jardine and Co., the petitioning creditors, took 
a preliminary objection to the hearing of the appeal, on the ground 
that no application had been made by the appellant to the Supreme 
Court to annul the adjudication, and that it was the invariable prac- 
tice of the Judicial Committec to refuse to hear an appeal when no 
application had been made to the Court below. The Committce sssented 
to this proposition, but said they would hear the facts of the case, as 
| there might be some special reason for deviating from the common 
practice. 

In order to understand the judgment of the Committee it will be 
necessary to give the facts which appeared upon the procecdings, 
and were adverted to in the course of the somewhat lengthy ar- 
gumentsa which occupied the Committee noarly the whole day. 
Messrs. Lyall, Still, and Co. carried on business in London and 
China in and prior to 1267, under the stylo or firm of “Lyall, Still, 
and Co.” in China, and “George Lyall and C. F. Still” in Lon- 
don. The firm having fallen into inguperable difficulties, it was 
thought advisable that they should be made bankrupts in Hong Kong. 
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With that view the appellant sent a power of attorney, dated the 11th 
Feb., 1867, to his co-partner, C. F. Still, in Hong Kong, appointing 
him his attorney, for the purpose of enabling him, amongst other 
things, to sign or file any declaration or petition in insolvency or 
bankruptcy, and to do all other necessary acts for winding up the 
affairs of the firm. This power of attorney arrived in Hong Kong 
early in April, 1867, and on the 18th of that month a petition, dared 
the 13th, sigued by or on behalf of all the purtnera,- was presented to 
the Supreme Conrt, stating the fact of the insolvency of the firm, and 
praying an adjudication in bankruptcy. This petition, although not 
further acted on, was, under Section 16 of the Colonial Bankruptcy 
Ordinance, an act of bankruptcy. On the 2ud of May the appellant 
(by his attorney, C. F. Still), and C. F. Still and G. F. Maclean, by 
deed of that date, assigned unto Robert Lyall all their eff-cts, real and 
personal, to be administered for the benefit of their creditors, in like 
manner as if they had been adjudicated bankrupts. This also was 
an act of bankruptcy. On the 21st May, Jardine, Matheson, and Co. 
filed a ates as creditors of Lyall, Still, and Co., in the Supreme 
Court of Hong Kong, praying an adjudication in bankruptcy against 
them, and on the 23rd of May tho petition came on for hearing. At 
the hearing Mr. Pollard appeared for the appellant, and informed the 
Court that he had been instructed by him under a power of attorney, 
produced and filed in Court, to appear and requcst that the adjudica- 
tion might then be made without scnding to England, or service on 
him or on his behalf (which service was required by Section 10 of the 
Colonial Ordinance), and he submitted to and admitted that he had 
been then properly adjudicated bankrupt, and to abide by and not ques- 
tion such adjudication, and to submit in all things, as bankrupt, to the 
authority of the Court. Thereupon the Chicf- Justice, not without dif- 
ficulty, made the order of adjudication, qualifying it by a statement 
that he made the adjudication because all the creditors to any amount, 
and the bankrupts, concurred and asked it ; that the case was not to 
be taken as a precedent, but that he acted under the specialitics of 
that particular case. Upon the faith of this adjudication being good, 
the official assignee realised the assets and did other irremediable acts. 
It appeared by a statemen!, in the appellant's case that he had notice 
of this adjadication on the Sth of July, 1867. By Section 182 of the 
Colonial Bankruptey ordinance it is provided that if the bankrupt 
should not, if he were within the colony at the date of the adjudication, 
within two calendar months after the advertisement of the bunkruptey 
in the Hong Kong Gorernment Gazette, or, if he were elsewhere, 
within twelve months after such advertisement, have commenced an 
action, suit or other proceeding to dispute or annul the petition for ad- 
judication, and should not have prosecuted the same with duc diligence 
and with effect, the Gazetle was to be conclusive evidence of the good- 
ness of the adjadication. On the 18th of April, being the eame day 
on which the petition was filed at Hong Kong, an adjudication in 
bankruptcy against the appellant alone was made in the Bankruptcy 
Court of London, upon the petition of a friendly creditor, the act of 
bankruptcy upon which it was based being a declaration of insolvency, 
made on the t8th of April, by the appellant. The effect of the English 
bankruptcy wastorevoke the appellant's power of attorney, either wholly, 
az the appellant contended, so as to render all acts done under it, in- 
cluding what, if operative, would have been good acts of bankruptcy, 
absolutely void; or only so far as it affected to pass property, as the 
respondents contende!, leaving it operative for other purposes. 
The appellant appears to have been advised that upon the authority 
of the case of Carter v. Dimmuck, 4. House of Lords cases 837, the 
Chief Justice was /unctus officio, after advertisement of adjudication in 
the Hong Kong Gazettc, and that any proceeding under Section 182 
(by analogy to the practice in England under the English Bankruptcy 
Act), must he by way of appeal, and consequently ho did not make 
any application to the Supreme Court to supersede the bankruptey ; 
but on the 12th of May, 1868, being just within the twelve months 
limited by the above section, and ten months after he had notice of 
the adjudication, he presented his petition to Her Majesty in Council for 
leave to appeal. In this petition, which is commented on with some 
severity in the judgment, no mention was made of the power of 
attorney, declaration of insolvency, or deed of assigument, and the 
eae was grounded on the assumption that the appellant had not 

ad notice in time to enable him to show cause against the adjudica- 
tion in Hong Kong, and was without remedy excopt by appeal to the 
Privy Council. 

The arguments were very complicated and technical, but the prin- 
cipal legal points of public interest were—Firet, whether the English 
bankruptcy revoked the power of attorney so far as the bankrupt’s 
personal status was concerned; it was admitted on all hands that it 
revoked it as to property. The committee appeared to lean to the 
view that the powcr was not wholly revoked, but in the course which 
the case took it became unnecessary to decide the point. And secondly, 
whether under Section 182 of the Colonial Ordinance the question in 
dispute could be again brought before the Chief Juatice for rehearing ; 
or whether upon the true construction of that clause, with the light of 
a similar clause in the English Bankruptcy Act, and the decisions upon 
that Act, an appeal was necessary. It seems that Scction 283 of the 
English Act is almost identical with Section 182 of the Celonial Ordi- 
nance, and in Carter 7. Dimmock it was held that under this section, 
although the bankrupt might not have shown cause within the time 
limited by Section 104, hc might dispute it by appeal to the Lords 
Justices within the time prescribed by Section 82 of the English Act ; 
but that he could not present a petition to the Commissioner who was 
Sunctus officio when he had made the order for the insertion of the 
advertisement. It wag argued for the appellant that, by analogy, the 
Judic al Committee, as regarded a Colonial adjudication, was the same 
as the Lords Justices in respect of an Englivh adjudication, and that, 
therefore, the Colonial judge was sunctus officio from the time of the 
insertion of the advertisement in the Jong Kong Gazette. On the 
other side it was contended that the Lords Justices were creatures of 
elatute, and there was no analogy between them and the Queen in 
Council, who by this appeal waa asked to act as a Court of first in- 
stance in Bankruptcy—rehearing the cage on evidence not before the 
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Court below; and with regard to the case of Carter v. Dimmock, if 
otherwise applicable to the present case, which was denied, it was dis- 
tinguishable from the present in the fact that there a rehearing was 
sought on precisely the same facts as the original hearing, while in the 
present case additional facts existed which could not have been pre- 
sented to the Colonial judge in the first instance, and which ought to 
have been submitted to him before bringing an appeal to the Privy 
Council. 

Lord Cairns, on behalf of the committee, delivered the following 
judgment :— 

Their Jordships have in the first instance to advert to the circam- 
stances under which the leave to appeal was granted in this case. No- 
thing can be more important, than that it should be understood that 
those who come before this committee upon an ex parte application for 
leave to appeal should consider it their absolute duty to state in the 
fullest and frankest way every circumstance connected with the history 
of the case which possibly can have any bearing on the leave for which 
they ask. Now their lordships do not mean to attribute either to the 
appellant, Mr. Lyall, or to his advisers, any intentional disregard of 
this duty,-or any wish in the petition which they presented in the 
year 1868 to suppress any fact which they might bave thought ma- 
terial; but, unfortunately, the petition is one which, when looked at 
cannot be described otherwise than as a petition which was calculated 
to mislead the tribunal before whom it was heard. It states in sub- 
stance, that the appellant, Mr. Lyall, had been adjudicated a bankrupt 
in London, on the 18th April, 1867. It does not suggest that that 
had been done, either on his own application, or upon an act com- 
mitted by him, with a view to have the application made by a friendly 
creditor. It then proceeds to state that, while he was thus in England 
adjudicated a bankrupt on the 21st May, 1867, creditors of his firm 
in Hong Kong had filed a petition in the Court of that colony for 
the purpose of making the firm bankrupte, and that on that petition 
they had been adjudicated bankrupts. He does not state that 
there had been any declaration of insolvency filed by the firm 
with a view to their bankruptcy in the colony, or that there 
had been any conveyance or assignment of their property executed 
by the partners abroad, and by one of them as attorney for himself, 
with a view to bring about an adjudication in bankruptcy. It is 
treated as an adverse proceeding in the colony, justas the proceeding in 
bankruptcy in London is treated as an adverse proceeding against Mr. 
Lyall. It then proceeds to state that “during the time of these 
bankruptcy proceedings in the colony, and from thenceforward, Mr. 
Lyall had been residing in England, had no notice of the adjudication, 
and was thereby rendered unable to show cause against the validity 
of the same within tle time limited by and pursuant to the provisions 
of the Bankruptcy Ordinance, 1864.” It does not state that under 
the professed authority of the same power of attorney consent had 
been given in the colony to expediting and making perfect, as far aa 
consent could do it, the proceedings in bankruptcy, but it treats the 
whole of those proceedings as proceedings which Mr. Lyall would in 
every way have opposed and objected to had it been in his power. It 
assumes, rather than expressly states, that he had come before this 
tribunal at the earliest moment, for the purpose of protecting rights 
which had been infringed, and it does not state, what now appears to 
have been the cage, that upon the 8th July, 1867, Mr. Lyall, who must 
have known before of the power of attorney which he had given, had 
become aware that that power had been acted on, and that those pro- 
ceedings in bankruptcy in the colony had taken place ; and that from 
the 8th July, 1867, when he had this knowledge, until the 12th May, 
1868, a period of about ten months, he had remained quiescent, 
and had taken no step, either in the colony or here, for the pur- 
pose of disputing the proceedin;:s in bankruptcy under those cir- 
cumstances, upon statements so eminently insufficient to put this tri- 
bunal in possession of a knowledge of all that had occurred, and aided, 
no doubt, by the view which seems to have been entertained by the 
advisers of Mr. Lyall, which do doubt was pressed upon their lordshbips, 
that after the shorter period of a few weeks mentioned in the bank- 
ruptcy ordinance, there was no remedy in the colony, and the only re- 
medy could be here, their lordships granted the leave toappeal. Now, 
stopping at this part of the case, their lordships cannot but think that 
if tue whole facts which I have endeavoured to state had been made 
known to their lordships upon the face of this petition, they would have 
felt themselves unable, under the circumstances, to have granted the 
leave to appeal which was granted. Pasgiiz, however, from that, their 
lordships have next to consider whether, this leave having been granted, 
the appeal is one which they properly can entertain. Now the ap- 
pellant is obliged to come here virtually confessing at the outset that 
if he is limited to the materials which were before the judge in the 
tolony at the time that this adjudication was made, and if he is not 

illowed to import into the case the other facts with regard to the Lon- 
Jon bankruptcy and its bearing upon what was done iu the colony, he 
és unable to sustain his appeal, and is unable to ¢ zy that the proceed- 
ings in the colony were regular. In that view of the case they clearly 
would be regular, There was an assignment by the three partners of 
all their property, an assignment executed by two and by one of the 
two as attorney for the third under a deed which clearly authorised him 
to execute that assignment. There was, therefore, an act of bank- 
ruptcy, there was a trading, there were all the requisites proper to 
found a bankruptcy, and there was a proper adjudication upon those 
requisites, and upon those matertats there would be nothing to argue. 
Admitting that on the materials before the judge the order was proper, 
the appellant has to contend thattbis tribunal should look at the other 
facts which had occurred at the time, although they were not known 
to the judge—viz., the English bankruptcy and its bearing upon the 
colonial proceedings, and he has to contend that, looking to ‘he whole 
of those facts, the order is one which ought not to be supported. Now, 
their lordships desire to intimate their opinion with great distinet- 
ness that that is not a purpose for which this tribunal can be resorted 
to. ‘This is an appellate tribunal—an appellate tribunal, no doubt, 
which possesses large power in proper cases, as to admitting evidence 
or supplementing points in the case which upon hearing and argument 
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may appear in justice to be required ; but this is certainly not a tri- 
bunal advising Her Majeaty, to which resort can be made by those who 
are obliged at the outset to confess that they have no case for appeal, 

as the matter stood before the judge who heard the case in the colony, 
and that their only ground for appeal is the introduction of other matters 
which were in no way before the judge of primary instance. Their lord- 

ships further think that there is nothing whatever in the construction of 
the 182nd section of the Hong Kong Bankruptcy Ordinance which would 
prevent, but that there iseverything which would empower the present 
appellant, if he were prepared to bring before the judge in the colony 

further evidence leading to a different conclusion from that to which 
the judge arrived in adjudicating in the first instance to have gone to 
the judge in Hong Kong, to have brought those further questions be- 
fore him, to have taken his decision by way of rehearing upon this new 
matter upon the whole of the case. and then would have been the time, 

if the appellant had been dissatisfied with the decision of the Court, 

to appeal to Her Majesty in Council. I may observe that the case of 
Carter v. Dimmock, decided in the House of Lords, which was referred 
to in argument, does not appear to their lordships to have any contrary 
bearing to the conclusion at which they have arrived. In hat case it 

appeared that the bankrupt, having abstained from showing cause 

against the adjudication, although he was in the country and might 
have done so within the shorter time appointed by the English 
statute, afterwards applied to the commirsioner in London within*the 
twelve months, not upon any new materials but simply for the pur- 
pose of disputing the propriety of the adjudication upon the materials 
upon which it was made, and against which he might have shown 
cause in a limited time. The House of Lords held that that was a 
course which was not open to him, and Lord Cranworth in announcing 
the decision of the Hougze of Lurds states expressly that it was only 
playing with words to treat that proceeding as anything but an appeal, 
that the second application to the commissioner without any change of 
the materials upon which it was to be supported was simply appealing 
to the commissioner from his own order, and upon the same materials 
Lord Cranworth said that in the proper construction of the English 
Act that course was the course which ought to have been taken in the 
Court of Appeal, namely, before the Lords Justices, and could not be 
taken before the commissioner. Their lordships, therefore, upon this 
ground alone would feel themselves unable to entertain this appeal, 
and this observation is sufficient for the disposal of the appeal. Their 
lordships, however, are bonnd to add that, although they do not pro- 
pose to travel out of their proper functions and to decide as a court 
of first instance upon the merits of this case, which never was brought 
before the judge at Hong Kong, their lordships wish to add that they 
have not been satisfied Ly any argument which they have heard that 
if this matter had been brousht vith these new materials before the 
judge in the Court at Hong Kong it would have been the duty of that 
judge to have superseded or annulled the bankruptcy. There appears 
to have been a petitioning-creditor’s debt, constituted, if not by the 
assignment made subsequent to the London bankruptcy, yet by the 
declaration of insolvency filed by the two partners upon the spot, and 
signed by them on behalf of their absent partner as well as of them- 
selves, and that was at the time when there had been despatched to 
one of these partners a power of attorney, which clearly gave him au- 
thority to file a declaration of that kind. Their lordships are not 
satisfied that the circumstance that before the proceedings in bank- 
ruptcy were taken in the colony there had been a London bankruptcy 
of Mr. Lyall alone would have prevented, or ought properly to have 
prevented, the adjudication against the firm in the colony. It might 
give rise to questions between the assignees under the two bankrupt- 
cies as to what were their relative rights of property, but their lord- 
ships are by no means satisfied that it would not be altogether regular, 
after a separate bankruptcy against one of the partners in England, 
to have a joint bankruptcy againet the firm upon proper materials in 
the colony, leaving it of course open to the English assignee to make 
any application as to the conduct of that bankruptcy or the rights 
under it which he might be advised to make; but they are not satia- 
fied that it would be in the mouth of Mr. Lyall, especially after the 
power of at'orney which he executed, after the appearance made on 
hig behalf under that power in the Court by counsel, after the consent 
given on his behalf under that power to the completion of the pro- 
ceedings in bankruptcy in the colony, in any way to quarrel with what 
had been done by those proceedings. Upon the whole, their lordships 
are clearly of opinion that it is their duty to advice Her Majesty that 
this appeal should be dismiased with costs, to be paid to the various 
respondents.

THE FRENCH IN JAPAN. 

The following is the substance of an article which appeared in 
Le Monde. It is signed Leon Pages :— 

The Minister of Marine has asked for and obtained a grant of 
290,000 francs for the French naval station in Japan, and it has 
also been determined to reinforce that station, in view of the 
serious religious persecutions and internal dissensions in that _ 
Empire. In the debate which took place on the vote, M. Chesne- 
long declared that the persecution of native Christians was in 
defiance of rights the most sacred, and he hoped that the Powers 
of Europe and America would concert some measure to put an 
end by their representation to these extravagant atrocities. He 
further added that the dignity of France, as well as prudence, 
pointed to a further reinforcement of the naval station in that 
part of the world. Since this debate took place, it has been 
decided to increase the naval forces in Japanese waters.

GERMANY. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HamevraG, July 12. 

The unexpected candidature of Prince Leopold of Hohenzollern- 
Sigmaringen for the vacant throne of Spain, that has aroused the aus- 
ceptibilitiea and dormant jealousy of the French towards Prussia, did 
not fail to make a profound sensation in this country, and has given 
another proof of Count Bismark’s sagacity in steadily refusing to listen 
for 8 moment to the proposals made by the economical members of the 
German Parliament, who wanted to cut down the Army Estimates last 
session, on the ground that there was no cause to fear hostilities with 
France, or any chance of an European war. Germany was taken by 
surprise quite as much as France; and though the intelligence had 
the effect of depreciating the value of all Government securities in the 
Stock Exchange at Berlin, Frankfort, and here, the fall has not been 
near 80 great as at Paris. Whilst the French newspapers are endea- 
vouring to out-Herod each other in stirring up the angry feelings of 
their fellow-countrymen, and are full to overflowing with expressions 
of hatred and jealousy towards Prussia, the German press holds a calm 
and dignified language, pointing out that if the French are determined 
to provoke a war on a question that is no concern of theira, but rather 
solely of the Spanish nation, Germany will certainly not refuse to take 
up the glove; but they expect that this uncalled-for ebullition of feel- 
ing on the part of their excitable neighbours will soon blow over, and 
they will then cool down and take a matter-of-fact view of the case, 
and perceive that Germany has given no cause for a quarrel. 

Two legislative enactments of considerable importance came into 
operation on the Ist inst. The abolition of the navigution dues on 
the river Elbe, so often promised and never fulfilled, has now at leagth 
become un fait accompli, and for the whole course of that noble river, 
from its source in the mountains of Bohemia till it falls into the North 
Sea—a distance of more than 1,000 miles—the navigation is perfectly 
free. The other measure is the alteration of the age at which all 
Germans of both sexes obtain their majority, which now takes place 
on the completion of their eighteenth year. In connection with this 
subject is the abolition of the compulsory requirement for females to 
have a curator or guardian, without whose consent and signature no 
legal document was binding. 

Among the many changes that have become necessary in conse- 
quence of the introduction of the new metrical decimal syatem is 
another system of denominations for the calibre of artillery guns. It 
is now settled that they arc iu future to be characterised by their 
width of bore and no longer by the weight of their balls. Thus the 
four-pounder is to be called an eight centimetre gun, a six-pounder 
8 9 centim., a twelve-pounder a 12 centim.,a twenty four-pounder a 
15 centim., a seventy-two-pounder a 21 centim., and a ninety-six- 

under a 24 centimetre. Siege guns and pieces of ordinance for 
‘ortreases are to be short and rifled, with a diameter of 15 centimetres’ 
bore. The War-office at Berlin is busily engaged in the work engen- 
dered by these changes, as fresh tables of dimensions have to be cal- 
culated and drawn up, the range of guns at different-elevations and 
with different charges of gunpowder to be altered, plans of fortresses 
and other military works to be made to the new scale, and modifica- 
tions introduced in the division of measuring instruments. This 
change extends into numerous ramifications, some of which will be 
&ccom panied with considerable difficulties; for instance, it will become 
necessary to teach the soldiers to estimate heights and distances by 
metres instead of paces, and many of the instruments and apparatus 
now in use will have to be altered, or fresh ones made at a consider- 
able outlay of money; and it will no doubt be a long time before the 
general public will have got over the inconvenience and mistakes that 
are sure to be made in the period of transition and especially at first, 
till by degrees they shall have become accustomed to the new order 
of things in domestic affairs and every-day family life. 

The Zvological Society of this city acknowledges, in the local press, 
the receipt of many valuable presents of animals from different parts 
of the globe, among which are the following :—A porcupine ( ystriz 
Javanicus) and a Rasse ( Viverra Indica) from Herr Steudemann in 
Sourabaya; a red-headed Cockatoo ((acatua Moluccensis) from Mr. 
Consul F. A. Luhdorf; a Ptilinopus Fasciatus from the Sovth Sea 
Islanda, by Messara. J. C. Godeffroy and Son ; sixtcen T'richogramoptila 
punctularia, and an Uroloncha punctularia from India, by Rear- 
Admiral Kuhn; a Lauri (Stenops tardigradus) from the Molucca 
Islands, by Herr J. Unger of Singapore; several Globicera Aceanica 
from the South Sea Islanda, by Messrs. J. C. Godeffroy and Son ; Her- 
pestes Javanicus from Java, by Captain B. Jacobsen; Paradorurus 
Musanga from India, by Herr C. von Pflugk; a ringdove (Caloenus 
Nicobarica) from Manila, by Captain Schmidt; four Malacca pigeons 
(Geopelia Striata) by Miss Wilkens; two dwarf Zeboos (Bos Jndicus) 
from Calcutta, by Herr C. Reinhold; a Chinese owl from Herr J. 
Mencke of Hong Kong; and four streaked earth pigeons ( Geopelia 
Striata ) from Herr Ernst Petersen of Java. 

In a former letter I mentioned that Count Beust had had the mis- 
fortune to lose his eldest son, who was serving on board the Austrian 
Frigate Donau ; farther accounts confirm the sad event, and add that 
he poisoned himself by taking oxalic acid on the 26th of April, when 
the frigate was at Honoluln, in the Havaii Islands, lingering till the 
29th, when he expired, notwithstanding the antidotes administered 
to him by the naval surgeon on board. 

The ex-King George of Hanover has left Hietzing for the summer, 
and gone to a little bathing place called @munden ; but he appears to 
have made up his mind to reside permanently at Vienna, and for that 

arpose has purchased the beautiful little villa in tho street called the 
nweg, built by the late Prince Metternich, and surrounded by large

7 The parchase money was 1,600,000 florins, and as the house is 
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really very smalland doesnot contain anything like the accommodation 
for the regal state in which he has been hitherto living in the palace 
of his cousin, the Duke of Branswick, at Hiezing (which is one of the 
many suburbs of Vienna), it is to be inferred that he intends to reduce 
his expenditure by discharging a number of hig aides-de-camp, 
ministers, equerries, and other adjuncts of the paraphernalia of a real 
regal Court, which he brought with him from Hanover in consequence 
of the events of 1866. 


COMMERCIAL. 


The political crisis has had a depressing influence °n many articles 
of produce, but the tea market remains unaltered, and a fair amount 
of badness has been done; among the sales were 2452/4 and 615/8 
chests Congou, 476'8 do. Souchong, and 127/8 do. Hay-an, all by private 
contract. By public auction 560 chests Congou and Souchong of the 
late arrivals realised good prices, thongh mure or leas sea-damaged. 
Cassia lignea continues in favour, and commands an easy sale at 11 
schillings banco. There is also more demand for Pepper, Singapore 
realising 54 to 5% schillings banco. Of Penang the market is quite 
denuded. Nothing has been done in Spelter; the nominal price is 
12:/8 marks banco per centner.

HOLLAND. : 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerpaM, Jaly 18, 
A law suit of much interest to Japan merchants is now pending be- 


fore the Ameterdam Court. A certain house in the capital handed to 


another house, eatablished in the same town, bills of lading and invuices 
of an importaut shipment of good-, shipped to Shanghai and destincd 
for sale at Decima at atipulated prices. The last-named house gua- 
rantecd the value of the goods and the solvency of the Japan house. 
The merchandise, however, remains yet unsold, and consequently the 
Japan firm has summoned the Amsterdam house to pay the advances 
made for the payment of the duties, insurance premiums, storage, &c. 
The firat-named house in Amsterdam maintains that it had nothing 
to do with the Japan house, hecause it consigned to a firm in Amater- 
dam. The Court has not yet given a decision—the arguments upon 
this intricate question being very prolix. The Japan house is re- 
ing ec by Mr. Th. A. de Haas Az, and the Amsterdam house by 

r. Levy. 

The topic of the day is the question whether Mr. Myer will be re- 
called from Java or no. You will remember that the local paper, the 
Amersfoortsche Courant, spread a rumour some days ago that the 
Governor-General would repatriate, and notwithstanding that the 
Nieuwe Rotterdansche Courant called the assertion “ tattle.” there are 
some influential papers which confirm the news. The Friesche Courant 
asserts that his succeesor will be Mr. Loudon, a former Minister of the 
Colonial Department and now Royal Commissary in the province of 
South Holland. Of course I give these rumours for what they are 
worth ; it is imposzible to ascertain whether they are well founded. 

The last Java Bode brought the surprising news that the Kast India 
Railway Company had not only stopped working, but that the advance 
made by the Government of f.175,000 for the construction of the line 
in the Samarang Principalities could not prevent the company be- 
coming bankrupt. This news, however, proved to be incorrect, and 
Het Vaterland says that it is not at all improbable that the Batavia 
papers will be prosecuted for calumniating the company, which has 
taken such meagures as will provide for the completion of all the ne- 
cessary works. 

After a prolonged period of buoyancy, resulting in large gains to 
the holders of almost every description of stock, public securities and 
trade generally are now suffering great depression, consequent upon 
the present state of European politics, The abundance of money 
forms, however, the chief, and certainly a very powerful, set-off against 
the political influences which will probably continue to weigh upon 
the markets for some time to come, even though the Prince of Hohen- 
zollern hag declined to accept the candidature of the Spanish Throne. 

The well-known Mr. Joosten has published an important pamphlet 
upon the sugar-culture in Java. Like Mr. Woudrichem van Vliet, he 
disapproves of the Bill carried by the Second Chamber, and gives a 
dratt of his own. Of course he wishes that the Lords may outvote the 
Bill. The Liberal papers, however, urge the acceptance of the 
meagure on the ground that should it be defeated it is most improbable 
that we should obtain in its place any better regulation of the culture. 

H.M. steamer Argus lies ready to sail from Hellevoetsluis for 
Java. The vessel, which is now provided with steam power, will start 
on the 17th, and will take the route va the Suez Canal. H.M.’s clip- 
per Jason left Brouwershaven Jast Sunday, bound for Batavia.

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THE OPIUM TRADE. 
A Calcutta correspondent writes on this subject as follows :— 


From all the accounts we receive here it appears to be tolerably 
certain that Sir Rutherford Alcock’s commercial engagements with 
the Chinese Government will not be ratified at home. So far as India 
is concerned, this is a result to be desired. Even without his untoward 
assistance there is very palpable danger impending over the opium 
revenue of this country. What the real aim of the Chinese Govern- 
ment is I do not profess to be abte to decide. Their avowed intention 
to foster the cultivation of opium at home until the Indian trade is 
destroyed, and then to strangle their own, by this means of enforcing 
total abstinence, may be what they sincerely intend, but I take leave to 
doubt it. It is, I suspect, but a wily mode of holding a candle to the 
devil, and of securing, on grounds of the loftiest morality, the fullest 
profits derivable from immorality. Admitting, however, that the 
Chinese Government is really sincere in its aim, I question very much 
much whether it is attainable. During the proposed process the 
Chinese revenues would reap an enormous harvest, ever increasing 
as the Indian trade failed ; and when the first act was com- 
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pleted and China grew all her own opium, it is at least open 
to doubt whether the then Government would retain a suffi- 
ciency of its pristine virtue to cut itself off from a source of 
wealth which, by that time, it would have come to look upon as an 
all-important element of the finance of the country. Moreover, as, on 
the removal of all restriction on its consumption, the national taste 
the use of the drug. ut be this as it may, the fact remains that the 
for opium, already so strong, would have been vastly stimulated, it is, 
te say the least, problematical whether the people would or could forego 
cultivation of opium in China is already very great, and is rapidly in- 
creasing, and that the drug locally produced is not far inferior to Indian 
opium, and can of course be sold at a cheaper rate. With this local 
reeognition of opium, the old argument as to the immorality of the 
Indian trade disappeara. It will be necessary, therefore, for the Indian 
Government henceforward to fight China in her own markets, and 
while raising the largest revenue from opium attainable, to keep 
the price at which it can be sold in China so low as to prevent 
competition from other quarters, and if possible to underscll the 
Chinese growers themselves. The mode of attaining this end was in- 
dieated some few years since by Sir Cecil Beadon, perhaps the highest 
authority on this subject that India bas had, and that is to very 
greatly increase the cultivation of opium in Bengal, and to sell a lar er 
amount at a lower price in China. Hitherto we have been able to 
command the market, but in a very short time the Chinaman would 
accustoin himself to the inferior drug procuratle on the spet, and the 

sale of the highly flavoured and costly Indian opium would be confined 
toa fewrich connoisseurs. The Indian Government are fully awake to the 
great importance of this question, and their action will, I have reason 
to think, follow the course suggested by Sir C. Beadon. To extend 
the cultivation of the poppy in Bengal it will be necessary to give the 
cultivators a higher price for their produce and also to extend its 
growth to other parts of India, to Rohilcund, the Punjaub, and perhaps, 
though the idea is heretical, to Bombay, to the exclusion to a certain 
extent of Malwa opium. The alternative plan is, abandoning the 

monopoly of cultivation and manufacture, which is the Bengal system, 

and introducing the Bombay system, which levies a heavy transit 
duty on the opium manufactured by private enterprise in Malwa. 

Tam, however, distinctly of opinion that the Bengal system, securing 
the monopoly of the direct purchase, preparation, and sale of 
the drug, should be maintained. Practically, the Government derive 

something like £30 a chest more from Bengal opium than is derived 
under the Bombay, or “ pass” system, from Malwa opium. Of course, 

a heavier duty might be imposed on Malwa opium, but this would 
certainly at first check production, and a reduced supply now means 

an increased production in China—a consummation religiously to be 

avoided. 1 have, therefore, little doubt that, sooner or later—the 

former for choice—the Indian Government will adopt Sir C. Beadon’s 
view, and that they will, in furtherance of their real interest, stimulate 

the cultivation of opium by the payment of a higher price to the eulti- 
vator, and, asa consequence, extend the area over which itis produced. 

The enhunced price of. say, one shilling in the pound, would be all 

important to the cultivator, while the difference it would make to the 

Government would be insignificant. 








THE FRENCH MINISTER AT PEKING. 


Oor Paris correspondent writes :—“ Only yesterday we knew for cer- 
tain that the resigna'ion of the Comte de Lallemand was absolate, and 
that M. Geoffroy, sub-director of American and Indo-Chinese Affairs 
under the Minister, had been appointed his successor. The Govern- 
ment has been severely blamed for leaving the Embassy at Peking for 
two years with no one at its head but the unfortunate Comte de Ro- 
chechouart, who is called a simple Attaché of the second class; but 
this designation can scarcely be correct, as he has seen a good deal of 
service in Peraia and China ; his real standing was probably second 
Secretary of Legation. This makes, however, but little difference. 
The French Government eannot be held blameless for leaving the 
Embassy at Peking in such a condition, and the Governments of Eng- 
land and Russia must share the blame. Neither of the three have 
had a reaponsible Minister there for some time, though the absence of 
our representative is of the shortest duration, aud the weakness of any 
of the Embassiea of the great Powers has its effect on the attitade of 
the Chineec, and endangers all the rest.” 








OUR POLICY IN CHINA. 


A letter from Shanghai in the Standard says :—“ Another great 
feature of the present Government’s patent mode of treating China 
is the meek, Christian, non resistance principle. They say—Dear 


children in China, if you get killed any time, do not cry out angrily 
or lose your tempers, but wait a few months till we have officially laid 
the matter before the Peking authorities, and all will be well. Let 
me give one piece of advice to Her Majesty's Government if they mean 
to carry out this policy. Let them station as many gunboats in China 
waters as they like, but on no account trust them with powder and 
shot. When an Englishman, with these dangerous remedies handy, 
sees his countrymen massacred or his flag insulted, his first impulae 
(to which he, perhaps, too often gives way) is certainly not to write a 
letter to Peking, but to adopt Gihier modes of action first and write 
afterwards. Moreover, even without a gunboat, now that it is openly 
proclaimed by our paternal Government that they will not protect us, 
it hasstruck many members of the community that it is not impossible 
we may protect ourselves. At this moment there are more six -shooters 
in this settlement than there are European individual to wield them. 
Altogether I fancy the Foreign-office can carry out its policy nicely on 
a map of China at home, but scarcely so well in the real live China. 
amongst real live bodies of Europeans and Americans, who are not 
going practically to allow themselves to he experimented on by 
theorista, who are necessarily ignorant of the true state of the case.” 
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THE FRENCH MASSACRE. 

Our Paris correspondent furnishes us with the following :— 

The papers here add to the massacre of all those mentioned in the 
London Sespatches that of the whole of the French resident, or pre- 
sent at the time, in Peking, but no authority for this terrible addition 
to the calamity is given, and it looks like the offspring of that mis- 
chievous practice of writing too glibly about serious matters which 
ruins the credit of French journalism. The tone of feeling respecting 
the subject will be understood by the following extracts from the 

7aulois :—“ Here we have the fruit of the treatics obtained at the 
“vost of so many sacrifices. The news did not obtain full credit last 
night, but those who were in communication with the membera of the 
French Embassy at Peking believe it fully ; they know that our coun- 
trymen were the object of constant hostili y on the part of the Chi- 
nese, who have many times threatened them with death, and they 
regard the massacre announced in the London papers as the natural 
consequence of this hostility and these menaces.” 

The unfortunate Comte Julien de Rochechouart belonged to one of 
the oldest families in France; its armorial bearings are a wavy sea, 
with the curious motto, ‘‘ Before the dry earth appeared, the Roche- 
chouart bore the waves.” He won a reputation for brarety by bearding 
a Persian general at the head of his men for some insult to the Count’s 
attendants, and the Shah took the affair fortunately in good part, 
laughing at his officer's discomfiture. He brought a Persian servant 
home with him, and the following saying, attributed to the Count, has 
a diplomatic ring :—‘' My man cannot speak a word of French, which 
is very convenient; he knows all my friends, and he cannot chatter to 
others.” In China he had often been exposed to personal danger, and 
he trusted little the intentions of the Chinese ; but he believed that 
his precaution and his knowledge of the habits of the country secured 
him from being surprised. The aubject is expected to be mentioned 
in the Corps Législatif this afternoon; I shall not get any account of 
this om time for pest, but the telegraph will doubtless carry you the 
tmaain faots. 





Consunar “Extras.”—A letter in The Times, on the subject of 
‘atlowances’’ te British Consuls and the absence of any check upon 
their expenditure, has called forth the following reply from “ Olim 
Auditor’ :—To show how sharply Consular accounts are overhauled at 
Somer:ct-house, let me give the following amusing extract from official 
reeords :—“ Query from the Audit-office, Somerset-house, on Consular 
(China) accounts. Item.—‘ June quarter, D 11, includes boat hire to 
“ Wagoola” with Chinese in search of atolen singing birds; 64 cents.’ 
Remark.—‘The service for which this boat hire was paid appears to 
be of an unusual character; the authority of Her Majesty’s Minister 
for the charge is therefore requested. In the meantime 2-. 8d. will be 
provisionally dipallowed.’” Answer by the Consul (at Newchwang, 
China) :—‘‘ The service ia onc of a very common kind. One of the 
chief duties of Her Majesty's Consuls in China, as judyes and mavis- 
trates, is to do justice to Chinese complainants against British subjects. 
When a Chinese indicates a British veasel as cotitaining property stolen 
fcom him, a person from the Consulate (usually the constable) is gent 
to search for it, and the Consul is not allowed to abstain from this 
duty because the property may beable tosing. Were Consuls to do so, it 
is probable that singing bipeds without feathers, and of the feminine 
gender, would be carried off to British ships. The authority of Her 
Majesty's Minister, received yesterday, from Peking, is enclosed here- 
with.” 

Ie M. Garnier's narrative of the French Cambodian expedition t® 
Western China, of which he formed part, is to be deemed correct, th 
taste for opium, which in most countries is confined to the human 
specics alone, has in the parts of China where the poppy is grown, been 
communicated also to the lower animals. According to his account 
horses and pigs in Western China run wild at the sight of poppy fields, 
and such a mastery does the taste for the weed gain over them that 
horses which have been accustomed to feed upon the poppy pine and 
die if deprived of their favourite food. Pigs fatten quickly when fed 
upon the same plant, but when so fattened must be immediately 
slaughtered. Rats also, by long habit, become slaves to the effects of 
the drug, a curious fatal instance of which is mentioned by M. Garnier. 
At a town in the province of Yunnan, where there was established a 
large opium manufactory, rate used to come regularly in great numbers 
to inhale the fumes from the coppers, and eventually became so de- 
pendent on the stimulant for existence that after the destruction of 
the factory at the taking of the town by the Panthays, thousands of 
them were found dead around the ruined factory to which they had re- 
sorted to inhale their accustomed intoxicating fumes. To the credit of 
bees, it should be stated that, according to M. Garnier, they alone of 
the animal world have a horror of the poppy, and desert entirely those 
districts in which it is grown. 


Dr. Apams, late of H.M.S. Acteon, has published a very interest- 
ing account of his researches as a naturalist at Rio, the Cape, China, 
and Japan, under the title of Z'ravels of a Naturalist in Japan, ée. 
Oar traveller ascended the Great Wall of China where it ends in the 
waters of the Gulf of Lian-tung ; but it seems to have made less im- 
pression upon him than did an ‘‘immense Rhizostoma,” “‘ three feet 
across the dise,” which, being stranded on the shore of that same gulf, 
was mercilcrsly sliced up for ehow-chow by the matter-of. fact Chinese, 
who would eat a specimen of the Dodo itself if they could light upon 
-.,it. From Vladimir Bay to Niphon, Dr. Adams had good success in 
chasing the “small deer ” he most loved to pursue. Ho does not 
enamerate the additions he made to the recorded stores of former suc- 
eeasful explorers; bat no doubt they were not afew. Such an ob- 
server, however, would not fail to note some curious traits in the habits 
of the creatures he loved to watch. One such observation he makes of 
the nut-hatch of Japan, which, when he substituted for its usual soft 
food the hard hazel-nut, placed this novel pabulum in his water-glass, 
“evidently with a notion that it would in time become softer.” 


A Gommmrorpanca has been publiahed between the Governor of | 
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Ceylon and the Colonial Secretary relative to the preparation of a 
catalogue of the Pali, Singhalese, and Sanskrit MSS. of the Bucdhist 
monasteries and other libraries in Ceylon. The correspondence is en- 
riched by a long letter from Professor Max Muller, who cordially ap- 
proves of the Government intention in the matter, and offers some 
valuable suggestions. He wishes the collectors to bring together a 
complete set of the canonical books of the Buddhists with their com- 
mentaries, whether in Pali or Singhalese; and observes that it would 
not cost much to have the whole of the existing Pali literature of Cey- 
lon transcribed and deposited in a safe place. Whatever may be the 
intrinsic value of ancient Indian literature, he remarks, it is at least 
older than that of Italy and Greece, if not of every country in the world ; 
and he hopes that nothing will now interfere with the intention of the 
Indian Government to collect and preserve Sanskrit MSS. 


A Costty Sworp.—The manufacture of a presentation sword for the 
Sultan Morbammod of Borneo has been entrusted to Mr. J. W. Benson, 
and has just been completed. It is a very fine specimen of goldsmith’s 
work. The scabbard is of fine gold, richly chased, enamelled and 
jewelled with earbuncles and emeralds A finely modelled crocodile 
forms the chupe, and the centre panel bears the name of the Sultan, 
with the following inscription: —“ Adil Chalifot-oelmoeminin van 
Koeti,” and the other panels are elaborately chased with emblems of 
the country. The hilt is also of gold, jewelled with carbuncles and 
emeralds, with green enamelled wreath, a well-modelled tiger forming 
the guard. In the centre of the belt is a badge with the crest of the 
Sultan excouted in crystal, surrounded with enamel and jewela, The 
alue of the weapon and its appendages is 700 guineas. 


Tur Gaulots announces the successful completion of one of those 
undertakings which recall the surprising labours of the Benedictines 
of old. Monscigncur Perny, Vicar Apostolic in the Celestial Empire 
has just presented the Emperor with the firet volame of a French and 
Chinese Dictionary. This is a wonderfal monument of linguistic skill 
and of conquered diffieulties. The intellectual exertion alone was 
enough to make the stoutest heart quail ; but the author had also to 
overcome mechanical difficulties tbat were nearly insuperable. He 
had to form moulds for the 80,000 characters comprising the Chinese 
language, to run the type, and to set up the work with his own hand. 
And all this in a little cell at the establishment for foreign missions. 


Mr. R. Swrnsoehascommunicated tothe Geological Society acatalogue 
of the mammals of South China and Formosa, with notes upon the 
various species that he had observed during his numerous travels in 
those countries; a second communication from Mr. R. Swinhoe con- 
tained a list of birds collected by Mr. C. Collingwood during a cruise 
in the seas of China and Japan, with notes by the collector. The 
collection was stated to embrace examples of thirty-three species, 
amongst which were several of rare occurrence. 


WitH respect to some Prussian medical men who are about to be 
sent to Japan, the North German Correspondent learns that Dr. 
Miiller, of the 48th Infantry regiment, is likely to be nominated to 
the po:t of chief of the medical mission, and that consequently the 
dircetion of the medical school at Yedo will be entrusted to him. Dr. 
Miller was engaged in a similar way with brilliant success on the 
island of Ifayti from 1856 to 1867. From among many candidates he 
has chesen ))r, Hoffmann, an assistant physician in the navy, as second 
physician. 

THE stream to the Far East by way of the Far West increases. Every 
year the inquirics at the clubs as to American travel are more nume- 
rous, and Mcssrs. Longmans and Co. have just published a book calcu- 
lated to answer this end—We.tecard by Rail, by W. F. Rae; and 
Messrs. Low and Co. publish two similar books, one styled The Hear 
Of the Continent, by Mr. Ludlow, the other Reminiscences of America, 
by two Englishmen. 

Tue Amcrican Senate has rejected an amendment to the natu- 
ralisation laws, by which the Chinese would have been admitted to the 
rights of citizenship. It was urged that were this to take place the 
institutions of the country would be endangered, and a conflict of races 
would ensue. 

The Dutch serew-ateamer Prins Hendrik der Nederlanden, Captain 
Meyer, a new iron vessel built for the Billiton Company of Java, after 
receiving a full cargo of coal at Falmouth, has sailed for Batavia, wa 
the Buez Canal.

SIR RUTHERFORD ALCOCK’S CONVENTION. 

We have no wish to make too much of a victory, but we 
cannot avoid an expression of satisfaction that the late Con- 
vention with China has been buried without the honours of 
ratification. The objection to it was not so much that it 
was utterly uncalled for, nor that it showed a friendly feeling 
towards the Chinese—it was commonly said to be all Heart 
—nor was it that it unnecessarily relieved the Chinese from 
certain of their obligations, but it was in great measure that 
it imposed obligations on us irksome and distasteful. The 
hostility to the colony of Hong Kong that cropped up 
throughout it, was so manifest that nothing but something 
akin to a corresponding feeling could have ensured it a day’s 
consideration in Downing-street. The blow struck at the 
commerce of the south of China was levelled really at the 
British colony, and the ridiculous proposal of a Chinese Con- 
sul was nothing more than an attempt at a clumsy insult. 
But we must, asa duty, draw attention to a serious offence com- 
mitted in the composition of this Convention—in fact, a dan- 
gerous violation of the rules of official courtesy and political 
honesty. There are some gentlemen in the House of Com- 
mons who are interested in this matter and understand it, 
and we regret that no one has asked for the correspondence, 
ifany, between the British Minister and the Viceroy of Inpta 
on the opium clauses of the Convention, or with the Hong 
Kong Government on the points that affected the British 
settlement. Reason tells us that no such communications 
were made, and that the Ministerat Peking deliberately took 
it upon himself to derange the fivances of India without 
consulting the guardians thereof, and by damaging Hong 
Kong to gratify the-malevolence latent but long felt towards 
that settlement. Should negotiations be resumed, we trust 
that the new Secretary of State for the Colonies will act for 
himself independently and energetically ; we do hope that 
Lord Kimperuey will give no ear to the persistent foes 
of Hong Kong, but loyally insist that the colony be 
loyally treated. The memorial from the Hong Kong 
community, sent home some months back (one of 
the most admirable documents that we have received 
from the East) is well worthy of Lord Kriwperuey’s perusal 
and considzration. To what is therein urged we have 
little to add, but we may point out that Article XXI. of the 
old Treaty, to which Mr. Mercer recently called attention, 
will require revision, and we see that the poiice authorities of 
the Colony are at last becoming alive to the inconveniences 
of that unequal stipulation. There must be mutual rendition 
of criminals. And yet one other word for his Lordship the new 
Secretary of State. There must be no more ungenerous grasp- 
ing at the Colonial Revenues. Our last advices tell us that 
owing either to a fixed and stubborn purpose on the part of 
the Colonial-office, or to some misunderstanding of their 
views on the part of the Governor—it matters not which— 
the Colony now finds itself with a debt of one hundred and 
twenty-nine thousand dollars. This should not be. Had the 
British Government of 1843 intended — but we will not 
finish the sentence—the founders of the Colony proposed to 
make it an example to barbarism, an outpost of civilisa- 


tion, and never contemplated the unwortby treatment it has 
received, 
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THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE. 

By the latest telegram, which we publish in another column, 
it will be seen that further riots and attacks have taken place, 
extending now to Protestant missions, whereas the previous 
outrages were strictly confined to the French Roman Catholics. 
Simultaneously we have reports from Nanking of a revival 
of the feeling against European missionaries which broke out 
last year, owing to absurd rumoure that the missionaries were 
connected and implicated in kidnapping little children. Mr.” 
Consul MepHurst, we are glad to see, has not been afraid to 
send up to the scene the “inevitable gun boat,” and for 
the moment he certainly could not have had the fear 
of the Foreign-office before his eyes. Be that as it may, Mr. 
MEpHuRsT deserves great credit for at once adopting prompt 
measures, calculated to bring the local authorities to an im- 
mediate sense of their duty, and not to “await orders from 
Peking,” by which time every European would probably be 
massacred. It is clear now that, owing to the war with Prus- 
sia, we cannot expect France to undertake the immediate 
correction of the Chinese for the murder of French subjects, 
and it is the more important that our officials be up and 
ready to correct or avert any injury or insult to English sub- 


jects.

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Poescos Sinice Commentarii. The Poetry of the Chinese. By Sir 
John Francis Davis, Bart., K.C.B. (New and Augmented 
Edition.) London: Asher and Co., and James Summers, 3, 
George-yard, Lombard-street. 

This learned essay on Chinese poetry is the only work on the 

subject in our language. The subject is doubtless not very attrac- 

tive, but the manner in which it has here been handled renders it 
far from uninteresting. Instead of & quantity of uninviting for 
mule and tables of meters, &c., although the various kinds of 
verse existing among the Chinese are explained, the book abounds 
with pretty extracts from the native authors, accompanied by the 
original characters from beautiful blocks cut in China some forty 

ears ago, and which, when they appeared in the first edition, led 

rd Palmerston to assume (in his pleasant style) that it was “a 
work on Entomology.” - 

But, joking apart, there seems to be more in Chinese poetry 
than has been “dreamt of in our philosophy,” and those who can 
spare a leisure hour will find the matter very clearly explained by 
a scholar of classical tastes in-this essay. 

The Chinese are undoubtedly tond of verse in every shape and 
form. The first great object in their education being to learn the 
curious characters of their language, they have been provided 
with metrical verses in great variety, as well as numerous verses 
containing historical facts, ethical dogmas, and enumerations of 
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objects to be committed to memory by the young. These are fre- 
uently in a trimeter. 
four syllables as the measure in general, but its verse varies from 
three to seven and eight. This was the earliest and rudest form 
of poetry—sometimes there was rhyme, sometimes none. But 
Chinese poetry has improved in harmony since that time, and in 
the poems of the T’ang dynasty a vast improvement is discernible, 
In the lines of five and sever words there is a regular Ceesural 
use after the sccond or fourth syllable, corresponding in some 
legree to the pause in French Alexandrine, and also in the Latin 
hexameter. Parallelism is an interesting feature in the con- 
struction of Chinese verse ; it presents a striking similarity with 
the Hebrew in this respect. This subject is ably explained by 
our author who illustrates it with examples. 
f Sir John Davis has added the pretty ballad on Tea-picking, 
which Mr. W.T. Mercer has veriited: and published recently in a 
volume of poems entitled “ Under the Peak.”

Slonetary wd Commercial,

With reference to the tea draft question a meeting of the 
wholesale dealers was held on the 12th inst. at the Commercial 
Sale Room, Mincing-lane, upwards of sixty of the leading firms 
being present or represented. Mr. Edwards presided, and read a 
letter from the chairman of the Importers’ Committee, withdraw- 
ing their resolution of the 23rd of May, which abolished the 1 Ib. 
draft on teas, but adhering to the other proposed changes in the 
conditions of sale. The meeting unanimonsly decided that these 
changes would not be acceptable to the trade. A resolution, moved 
by Mr. F. Peek, and seconded by Mr. Salmon, of Moffatt and 
Co.’s, was carried unanimously, to the effect that a sub-committee 
of wholesale dealers be appointed to meet the importers, with full 
powers to settle the various points in dispute, and, if possible, put 
an end to the controversy. 

The half-yearly meeting of the proprietors of the Chartered 
Mercantile Bank of India, London, and China is called for the 
15th of November. 

At the meeting of the Ceylon Company (Limited), held on the 
13th inst., the resolution recently passed in favour of certain al- 
terations in the articles of association was confirmed. 

The Danish frigate Tordenskjold, with a portion of the China 
and Japan cable of the Great Northern Telegraph Company on 
board, arrived at Malta on the 6th instant.

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ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 


TEA. 

No material improvement eaa be quoted in the market which is with. 
out change since the date of our last report. There has been somo 
inquiry for the fair qualities of Congou, and prices for these kinds are 
slightly firmer. The question as to abolition of the draft allowance 
still acts prejudicially against business. There have been no public sales, 

Red-leaf Congous: Siftings and broken-leaf kinds have sold at 

fully former rates. Fair to good common are in a rather better 
position. Fair to good flavoury kinds have been more inquired 
for, but gales are small. Good to fine Kaisows are as last quoted; 
Of Gnest there are few on offer. Paklin kinds are unchanged. Black- 
leaf kinds: The lower qualities have been saleable at the decline 
quoted in our last. Common kinds have algo been taken at fully former 
rates. Good common have met with more inquiry, and the fair 
qualities have been saleable at 1s. to 1s. 1jd. In good to fine no 
change has taken place, and of finest the market is very bare. In 
Amoy kinds no business has been done. New-make Canton kinds are 
unchanged. Oolongs are unaltcred; a few of old import, fair quality, 
sold at 1s, 1$d. Souchongs are difficult of sale. Scented Teas: Fair 
common Capers and Orange lekoes have been in improved demand, 
and a few sales have been made at better prices. Good to fiae Canton 
Capers are in demand at previous rates. Foochow Capers show no 
change. Canton Orange Pckoes, of fair to good quality, are atill difficult 
to move at our low quotations. Foochow kinds of common to fair 
quality are neglected, and for good to fine the demand is limited. 

ocoloured Japans are as before. Green Teas: Our market continues 
much depressed. The common to medium descriptions have been sold 
at very low rates. Finer grades are scarce, and therefore better sup- 
ported. Canton-made kinds are unchanged. 

The following is from Messrs. Shepard, Harrison, and Rehden’s 
Circular :—The pressure to sell has subsided, but there have been 
ample supplies available to meet the limited demand which usnally 
sets in at this time of the year. Prices for all kinds Congou may be 
advised as firmer, but without any general advance being so far paid. 
In reference to the 1 lb. draft question, numerous meetings have been 
held, without, however, arriving at a satisfactory settlement, and we 
understand the concessions importers are willing to make have not 
been received in the same spirit by the trade, who are content to 
adhere to the existing custom. Latest telegrams from Hong Kong 
extend to June 23, and advise active business at Hankow, but at 
Shanghai and Foochow the markets had not opened, and prospecte 
looked favourable for moderate prices for Teas from Foochow. The 
shipments to date reach 8,000,000 lbs. From Canton, the Taiping, 
reported to have sailed with the new Scenteds. 

Buack.—The various grades of red leaf call for no detailed remarks. 
except that good flavoury kinds at 11d. to 1s. per tb. have been in more 
demand the past weck, at a shadc better prices. Imitation Kaisow, 
made from Tayshan leaf, has sold at 1s. to 1s, 2d. per pound for medium 
quality, strong malty burnt. Black leaf, ordinary to good common, 
at 94d. to 11}d. per lb., has been in some request; preferable to me- 
dium kinds rule at le. to 1s. 2d. per Ib.; of other grades supplies are 
well nigh exhausted. Souchong, which still rules at a very moderate 
standard, has attracted some attention, and led to more extended 
traneactions. Oolong: No change. Scented ‘l'eas.—Canton Orange 
Pekoe: There is nothing new to advise; the bulk of this class offering 
consists of low common to fair quality at 7d. to 11d. perlb. Caper: 
There has been more inquiry at the low range current, but few transac- 
tions have tvken place, importers declining business at prices offered. 
Foochow Orange Pekoe: Without change. 

Green.—The extreme low prices for Noa. 3 and 4 Young Hyson has 
brought about speculation, and several parcela have changed hands at 
a slight advance ; all other classes have continued difficult of sale, 
except finest grades of Ping Suey and Moyune.
